Prohibition Can Not Be 
Enforced, Talley Tells 
senate Hearing. 


CITES 100 PER CENT 
INCREASE IN MURDERS 


Hudson Maxim, 73, Testifies

VARE DEMANDS ENDING

Buckner Restines 60, 000,000 
Gallons of Illegal Alcohol 
Are Made Annually. 


According to the sworn testimony 
of Judge Alfred J. Talley, of the 
court of general sessions, New 
York city, “‘this is the most lawless 
country in the world. Prohibition 
has been the greatest factor in 
bringing this about and maintain- 
ing it.’’ 

Winding up an almost all-day 
session with a hearing that ex- 
tended well into the night the ad- 
vocates of modification ‘of the ex- 
isting liquor enforcement law dealt 
attached the claims that  pro- 
hibition has decreased crime. Dur- 
ing the day Federal District At- 
torney Buckner, of New York, told 
the committee that 60,000,000 gal- 
lons of alcohol are used annually 
in the bootleg trade and that en- 
forcement is a failure in the New 
York courts because of “clogged 
courts.”’ 

In some instances Judge Talley 
took exception to the claims of Mr. 
Buckner in that he held it was the 
people themselves who prevented 
enforcement because they had no 
respect for the law. But both 
agreed that under existing circum- 
stances there is little possibility of 
a dry America ever becoming a 
fact. 

Prosecutor and Judge. 


Taking the stand as an expert 
who has since 1919 been a prose- 
cutor or a judge, Mr. Talley left no 
doubt in the minds of the commit- 
tee as to his belief that crime is 
amazingly increasing in the United 
States—chiefly among the youth of 
both sexes—and recited figures 
which he argued absolutely proved 
his contention. 

The jurist cited statistics which 
showed more than 100 per cent 
increase in murders in the larger 
cities of the country. These fig- 
ures came from the records of 
Fred Hoffman, an official of the 
Prudential Life Insurance Co., 
whose duty it is to gather such 
figures. The National Capital was 
included, although its figures were 
rather small as compared to those

Mrs. H. S. Irwin, 
chairman of the woman’s depart- 
ment of the federation, reported 
that her department had shown a 
growth of from 300° members in 
January to 1,637 at the present 
time. 

Outlining the purposes of the or- 
ganization, and its achievements in 
the last three years, Dr. W. L. Dar- 
by, executive secretary, announced 
that the group now included 16 de- 
nominations in its membership.

number of member churches has 
grown 100 per cent in that time, he 
said. Other committee reports were

POLAR FLIGHT MARK 
IN T40-MILE. DASH 


Flies Farther North of 
Alaska Than Any Ex- 
plorer Went. 


NO LAND IS SIGHTED, 
ONLY UNKNOWN SEAS 


Stefansson Praises Exploit of 
Airman, Who Returns 
to Fairbanks. 


Fairbanks, Alaska, April 7 (By aA. 
P.).—Capt. George Hubert Wilkins, 
leader, and Lieut. Carl Benjamin 
Etelson, aviator of an expedition 
seeking land by flight over the 
Arctic ocean, landed perfectly here 
today on return from Point Bar- 
row, Alaska. 

New York, April 7 (A. P.).— 
Flying 140 miles northward from 
Point Barrow, Alaska, farther than 
any white man has been before, 
in that section of the arctic, 
Capt. George H. Wilkins and his 
pilot, Ben Eielson, have set a new 
record in polar flying. The farthest 
point north in their flight, which 
was made on March 31, was latitude 
73 degrees 30 minutes north, the 
North American Newspaper alliance 
announced today. 


Bartlett’s Mark Passed, 


Vilhjalmur Stefanson, arctic ex- 
plored, said his ship, the Karluk, 
under the command of Capt. Robert 
H. Bartlett, in 1913, went 70 miles 
north of Point Barrow, but was 
stopped there by the ice pack. Capt. 
Wilkins flew 70 miles farther, he 
said. 

Mr. Stefamsson recalled that last 
summer Roald Amundsen and Lin- 
coln Ellsworth flew 621 miles from 
Spitzbergen toward the pole, reach- 
ing 87 degrees 44 minutes north 


polar basin. The flight of Cap- 
tain Wilkins from Fairbanks, 
Alaska, was over a course 840 miles 
long, Mr. Stefansson figures. He 
asserted that it demonstrated con- 
clusively the usefulness of airplanes 
in polar exploration. 
No Land in Sight. 

Captain Wilkins reported that at 
the farthest north point to which 
he flew he could see fifty to seventy- 
five miles farther with no land in 
sight. In addition to flying across 
the pole he hopes to be able to 
discover land believed to lie north- 
ward of Alaska and Siberia, and 
claim it for the United States. 

“Great things can be looked for 
in the next flight that Captain Wil- 
kins makes,’’ Mr. Steffansson said. 
“It was hardly to be expected that 
he would find land directly north 
of Point Barrow. Soundings taken 
by Captain Bartlett in the Karluk 
gave 7,000 fathoms, indicating a 
very deep ocean bottom; but to the 
west the ocean bottom is much 
shallower and land can be looked 
for. ;

$10,000,000 OIL FIRE 
FOUGHT BY 400 MEN 


Efforts Are Made to Save 50 
Surface Tanks in San 
Luis Obispo Field. 


San Luis Obispo, Calif., April 7 
(By A. P.).—A force of 400 men, 
a steam shovel and a corps of trucks 
and other equipment battled in a 
fierce fire tonight against the flames 
which fed on four and possibly five 
huge oil reservoirs of the Union 


Oil Tank farm near here, The fire 
is described as the worst in the 
history of the petroleum industry. 
The offices of Union Oil Co. report 
four reservoirs in flames, while the 
sheriff’s office here declared that 
the fifth reservoir had been reached 
by the blaze. The loss was esti- 
mated in excess of $10,000,000. The 
first reservoir, No. 5, with a ca- 
pacity of 750,000 barrels was 
struck by lightning at 7:30 o'clock 
this morning. The flames spread 
to other reservoirs. There are 60 
surface tanks in the field, and the 
fight was centered on saving these. 
A feverish attempt was being 
made to build up’a high dike of

Rome, April 7 (By A. P.).—Beni- 
|to Mussolini, strong man of Italy, 
fee near to death today. He had 
just emerged from the congress of 
surgeons and had raised his arm in 
salute to the plaudits of the multi- 
tude, when a woman pressed a re- 
| volver into his face and fired. 

| At that very moment Mussolini, 
| as is his habit, threw back his head; 
[the bullet passed through his nos- 
'trils, and with a quick step back- 
|ward, the fascist premier put his 
‘hand to his face, and drew it away 
| cov ered with blood. 

His assailant, believed to be an 
Irish woman, the Hon. Violet Al- 
bina Gibson, the 650-year--old sister 
of Baron Ashbourne, now a resident 
of Compiegne, France, was seized 
by a carabineri and dragged to @ 
Place of safety, for in an instant 
the thousands who had gathered to 
acclaim the premier were in a 
frenzy of excitement and rage. 

With Mussolini at the time were 
Prof. Roberto Allesandri and the 
noted surgeon, Raffaele Bastianellf, 
and they hastened to his aid. It 
Was Bastianelli who dressed the 
|wound, and later he issued a state- 
‘ment saying: 

“The premier was wounded by @ 
firearm, the bullet perforating both 
nostrils, but without grave results.” 

Notwithstanding his injury, Mus- 
solini desired to enter his automo- 
bile, but he was induced to return 
to the capitol. He was perfectly 
tranquil, seemingly not thinking of 
himself, and was only anxious that 
no grave consequences among the 
people should arise from the at- 
tempt. 

“I desire that the country be not 
alarmed,” he exclaimed. “I do not 
want reprisals. It is my will.” 

Cheered by Crowd. 


Shortly afterward he reappeared 
before the crowds, who cheered him 
and would have carried him shoul- 
der high. Mussolini smiled and 
again gave the Roman salute, and 
then drove away with Alessandri 
and Bastianelli. 

The Hon. Violet Gibson was in a 
state of prostration after her ar- 
rest; she almost collapsed on realiz- 
ing that she had been saved from 
the infuriated mob. 

Acknowledging the name of Vio- 
let Albina Gibson, she declined to 
make any statement. The revolver 
she used is of French make. Only 
one shot was fired. The weapon was 
fastened to her wrist with a hand- 
kerchief. She had in her possession 
a bottle containing iodine, mixed 
with some other liquid. The au- 
thorities are of the opinion that she 
intended to drink the mixture after 
her attempt against Mussolini, but 
either changed her mind or was un- 
able to carry out her intention. 

It is only a few days ago that 
Mussolini in a speech exclaimed: 
“It is beautiful to live, but it is still 
more beautiful, if it is necessary, 
to die.”’ 

“Just a Gentle Joke.”’ 


Today, when Augusto Turati, the 
new secretary general of the fas- 
cisti party, found him standing near 
his desk with the Duke of Aosta 
and Gen. Badoglio, head of the gen- 
eral staff, the premier smiled and 
said: 

‘Calm yourself. It is a bagatelle 
—just a gentiq joke with a pistol 
shot.” | 

Whereupon, approaching Turatl 
and putting his hand on his shoul- 
der, he added: 

“The prearranged ceremonies 
must not be changed.

That was the wage of one of our steam shovel operators for 1925. 
other made $4,166.20; another $4,000.95 ; another $3,883.85. In fact, one man 
earned $5,500.00. Practically all of them averaged $3,500.00 a year. 


On Thursday, April Ist, the steam shovel and hoisting engineers went on 
strike for an increase in pay from $10.00 to $12.00 for an eight-hour day. 
Supported by the Builders and Manufacturers’ Exchange, the Concrete Con- 
tractors’ Association and Operative Bujlders’ Association, for the following 
reasons we refused this demand. 


1. No evidence was submitted to us showing that there had been any ap- 
preciable change in living costs since last Spring. Our shovel runners be- 
fore the war made about $35.00 a week; today they average from $65.00 to 
$80.00 a week; they are better paid, in actual wages received, than any other 
building mechanic. 


2. If the highest paid mechanic receives an increase, other trades whose 
pay is less would have considerable justice in their plea for higher wages. A 
general increase in wages of building mechanics means higher building costs 
and higher building costs means higher prices for homes and higher rents. 
You, the ultimate consumer, pay any increasé granted to any building trade. 


3. More wages for shovel operators means increased costs for sewers and 
streets and that means increased tax rates. 


Believing our position was both sound and just, we refused to pay our op- 
erators more wages and we have employed competent men, who are willing 
to work for $10.00 for an eight-hour day, to operate our shovels. 


Today over forty of the fifty-odd shovels, cranes, étc., owned by us are in 
efficient operation. Within another week, all of our shovels, cranes, etc., 
manned by mechanics working for $1.25 an hour will be in fill operation.

A beautiful modern skyscraper 
will begin to rise today on a site 
singularly rich in the romantic lore 
of the old Washington that has 
passed away—a mighty oak is 
springing from a very modest little 
acorn. 

Much has been written of the his- 
toric old Ebbitt house, where Will- 
iam McKinley lived when he was 
a member of Congress. and which 
was for years the home of promi- 
nent public men whose story is a 
part of history, but it has a back- 
ground us deep as the vast excava- 
tion where the foundations of the 
new National Press building are to 
be laid. 

It 
some of the original old 
hand written in faded ink 
possession of the estate of the late 
Caleb CC. Willard, that a century 
and a quarter ago one of the lots 
comprising what is now a part of 
the National Press building prop- 
erty, lot 12, fronting on Fourteenth 
street and running back to the al- 
ley, was leased for a term of 99 
vears at an annual rental of only 
$26, and that in the forties the 
north half of the same lot was sold 
for taxes at a total charge of some 
70-odd dollars. The increase in 
real estate values has been aston- 
ishing as Washington has grown 
from a village in a wilderness to 
a world Capital.

Corner Long Heart of City. 


Although the whole picturesque 
tale of this famous corner has cen- 
tered about the story of the Ebbitt 
house, Caleb Willard belongs, in 
fact, to its modern history. Years 
before the Willards came to Wash- 
ington from Vermont, to win fame 
and fortune in the hotel business, 
the corner of Fourteenth and F 
streets was at the very heart of 
things, and this even in the days 
when senators and congressmen still 
lived in boarding houses 
and small hotels on Capitol Hill, 
and the Chevalier P. A. d’Argais, 
the Minister from Spain, maintained 
his legation in Green’s row, on First 
street, where the Congressional Li- 
brary now stands. 

The place has always been a busi- 
ness corner, and prosperity has fol- 
lowed those who settled there. In 
the beginning the hotel known as 
the Ebbitt house did not occupy the 
corner. From the tate _ forties, 
through the fifties, and past the 
middle sixties, the corner was oc- 
cupied by the grocery store of Bush- 
rod W. Reed. It was a plain, four- 
story building fronting upon F 
street, then an unpaved dirt road. 
The building is now in the Thirteen 
hundred hlock, but in the earlier 
times, through the civil war period, 
this corner was No. 231 F street. 

One door east, at 233, Was an- 
other four-story building, and in 
the early fifties this was a boarding 
house conducted by a Mrs. Smith, 
whose name in full is not given in 
the directories of the time. It was 
from this modest boarding house, 
where, in 1855, Senator Isaac P. 
Walker, of Wisconsin, and Repre- 
sentative Theodore R. Westbrook, 
of New York, were among the 
boarders, that the Ebbitt house 
sprang. 


Neighborhood of Boarding Houses. 


The City Directory for 1843 states 
that John H. Smith, a clerk in the 
Treasury, lived on the south side of 
F between Thirteenth and Four- 
teenth streets, and he may have been 
relatec to the Mrs. Smith whose 
small establishment was to grow 
It was 
a neighborhood of boarding houses 
in the forties. Those who lived on 
the south side of F between Thir- 
teenth and Fourteenth streets at 
that period included John Kennedy, 
a bookseller; S. D. King, a land 
agent: William M. McCauley, B. 
Ostermayer, a shoemaker; Samuel 
Green, a Treasury clerk; Christo- 
pher Hager, a baker, and John D. 
James, a clerk in the old United 
States Bank. 

About where the eastern-most 
end of the Press building lot now is 
was the tavern of William Dowling, 
and nearer the Thirteenth street 
corner the boarding house of Eliza- 
beth Dougherty. Here also was 
Mrs. Smoot’s boarding house, across 
the street from the home of the 
former President, John Quincy 
Adams, where the remodeled Adams 
building now stands. Near the 
Thirteenth street corner were KE. 
and W. Thompson, cabinet makers, 
and in one of the boarding houses, 
G. L. Thompson lived. It was about 
this time that Bushrod W. Reed es- 
tablished himself at the corner of 
Kourteenth and F streets, there to 
remain for many years. In ‘1850 
ihe Union hotel, Abraham Butler, 
begame a neighbor, on F street east 
of Fourteenth. 


Church Made a Hall. 


Across the street, where the north 
addition to the Willard now is, was 
a beautiful old house in a garden, 
the home of Col. James Kearney, 
corps of topographical engineers, U. 
S. A., and adjoining that on the west 
was Dr. James Laurie’s F Street 
Presbyterian .church. Both these 
properties were later acquired by 
the Willards, and the old church 
was remodeled into Willard’s hall, 
and connected with the hotel. 
of the first newspaper assignments 
I ever covered in Washington was 
~€n this old hall. The Kearney prop- 

y fronted 60 feet on F and 123

F street was still 
little more than a country dirt road 
when the old Metropolitan street 
railway was organized, the first 
car tracks were laid, and the first 
little one-horse bob-tail street cars 
began running, September 1, 1864. 

Bushrod W. Reed went along sell- 
ing his soap and sugar. and Mrs. 
Smith ran her boarding house until 
finally. in 1858, a new name 
peared in Washington which was to} 
be identified for many years with | 
this corner.

The next directory, 
tains no mention of the _ Ebbitt. 
Mrs. Smith’s boarding house ap- 
parently had taken a flier as a ho- 
tel, and hadn’t prospered. In 1862 
the gentleman who was to give his 
name to the corner flittered across 
the screen for one brief moment. 
He was William I. Ebbitt. Whence 
he came or whither he went are 
things not contained in records 
available at the moment to this 
writer. The Ebbitt house was back, 
but this time at 235, a smaller, 
three-story building with a sloping 
slate roof and dormer windows. As- 
sociated with him in the hotel ven- 
ture was Albert H. Craney. Where- 
upon, in the year following, Mr. 
William I. Ebbitt fades completely 
from the picture, but although his 
nhame does not then appear in the 
City Directory, it has become a part 
of the nomenclature of our town. 
But for the genius of a gentleman 
then clerking at Willard’s hotel he 
had made no impression, had left 
no trace, and such is fame. 

Mr. Craney appears to have un- 
dertaken to merge some of the 
boarding houses in the vicinity, and 
in 1863 he had consolidated the 
houses numbered 233, 235 and 237 
F street. But his place was not yet 
a hotel. Bushrod Reed, wedded to 
his salt mackerel and dried prunes, 
still held to his corner, one of the 
best in the city, living with his fam- 
ily in the apartments above the 
ground floor. It remained for Mr. 
Caleb (. Willard to put the new 
boarding house-hotel on its feet, 
and this he did with masterly geni- 
us. By 188 he had left the Wil- 
lard an vas associated in a new 
venture yith’ Mr. Craney. Read was 
still busy“ with his scales and 
meat ax at the corner, but Mr. Wil- 
lard craved more room; he wanted, 
not a glorified consolidated board- 
ing house, but a real hotel, a cara- 
vansary to challenge Willard’s, as 
the old City hotel had become 
known. And finally he managed it. 


The EDbitt House Born. 


In 1866 Mr. Willard took over 
the upper floors of the corner build- 
ing, and proudly displayed the name 
of his hotel on the Fourteenth street 
frontage. The Ebbitt House, with 
a capital H, had been born. The 
hotel now extended from 231 east- 
ward to and including 237, four 
buildings in all. Mr. Craney 
dropped out of the story and Caleb 
Willard was a factor to be reckoned 
with in the hotel business of Wash- 
ington. 

Bushrod W. Reed had finally 
been ousted, and as these changes 
were made, he removed his:family 
to the residence a few doors south 
of the store, at 466 Fourteenth 
street, in a building which after- 
ward became famous as a part of 
Newspaper Row. These houses are 
now in the 500 block. Indeed, the 
correspondents for two years had 
been in possession of these old resi-

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Defense of Italy's Soldiers. 
To the Editor of The Post. 
read the speech rendered 
last Monday by Senator Reed, of 
Missouri, on the Italian debt settle 
ment, and, for no other purpose 
than for the sake of truth, permit 
me to call your kind attention to a 
remark which appears to be as un- 
necessary and ungenerous as it is 
untrue, 

The soldiers who, according to 
Senator Reed, “turned their backs 
to. the Germans and fled,’’ were the 
same soldiers who, in a week, ral- 
lied on the Piave river and who, 
within six months, when not even 
an American soldier had been seen 
on the Italian front, recrossed the 
river and gave to the Austrians that 
memorable defeat (June 16-24, 
1918) which paved the way to the 
final victory of Vittorio Veneto. 

I do really believe that when Sen- 
ator Reed spoke of the Italian front 
he intended to refer to some other 
front where, undoubtedly, the 
Americans helped the allies to turn 
the tide of war. 

Knowing that Senator Reed is so 
busy in his senatorial duties that 
he has no spare time to’ devote him- 
self to the study of those trifling 
matters which took place in the 
year 1918, no Italian will resent his 
pardonable mistake. They will 
simply regret, 1 presume, that in so 
high a body as the American Senate 
it is possible to insult the army of 
a friendly nation without a stidow 
of a protest; a thing which would 
never be permitted in the Italian 
senate, not even under the rule of 
such a despised tyrant as Dictator 
Mussolini.

FAVORED BY COMMITTEE 


Gasque Bill Amended to Give 
Commissioners Control 
of Balloting. 


MAY, 1927, SET FOR VOTE 


The Gasque bill providing for an 
elective board of education was re- 
ported favorably yesterday by the 
House District committee. It was 
amended to provide that the Dis- 
trict commissioners shall have 
jurisdiction over the elections, the 
first of which, under another 
amendment, would be held the 
third Saturday in May of next 
year. 

At the instance of Representative 
Reid, of Illinois, chairman of the 


stbcommittee which conducted 
hearings on the measure, it was 
also amended to provide that any 
person of 21 years of age and of 
sound mind and a resident of the 
District for a year, may participate 
in the election. 

The committee voted in favor of 
the bill in closed session after an 
extended discussion had been held 
publicly. Representative Gasque, of 
South Carolina, answering a ques- 
tion raised by Representative Stalk- 
er, of New York, said his measure 
was not intended as an entering 
wedge to local suffrage. He be- 
lieved, however, in a limited form 
of suffrage for the District, he 
said. 

Few measures have come before 
the committee with more unanimity 
of local approval, said Mr. Gasque, 
pointing out that it had received the 
indorsement of virtually all of the 
local civic bodies. There is never- 
theless a strong lobby moving 
against the bill from the group 
which is seeking complete suffrage 
for the District. 

Representative Houston, of Dela-| gece 
ware, admonishing caution in the 
consideration of the bill, said there 
is much dissatisfaction with the 
present board. It is not responsive 
to the public and is too much of a 
‘one man” affair, he said. Mr. 
Reid said there is general agree- 
ment that conditions in the local 
schools are bad and that there 
should be a change.

4% Years Getting to Trial. 


One big case, Mr. Buckner ex- 
plained, was dug up after 4% years 
and brought to trial.

will poison it. They enter into cor- 
respondence with dummy purchas- 
ers and put the names of purchas- 
ers on their books. Then they sell 
it to the bootleggers. They do not 
poison it, as the government ex- 
pects them to do. Completely de- 
natured alcohol, Mr. Buckner add- 
ed, is sold on the open market 
without any restriction as the 
prohibition department believed 
until very recently that this could 
not be rendered fit for beverage 
purposes. 

“Specially denatured ‘alcohol for 
perfumes is easily purified,’’ he 
said, ‘‘depending on the conscience 
und technique of the bootlegger.’’ 

Tests made on 50,000 samples in 
two years showed that 98% per 
cent of bootleg product showed 
traces of the denaturing process or 
was made from alcohol poisoned by 
the government. 


Still Mystery at Hearing. 


What became of the pure alcohol 
was not explained. In fact, one of 
the mysteries of the hearings thus 
far appears to be, “What becomes 
of the pure alcohol?” ‘ 

It was last December, Mr. Buck- 
ner said, when his undercover men 
located a still in Jersey with a ca- 
pacity of 4,000 gallons a day. 
Overt acts in New York permitted 
his men to investigate, he said. On

“Did it turn out to be a pretty) 
good, palatable product?” asked 
Senator Reed. 

“I don’t know.’ said Mr. Buck- 
ner, “but my guess is that it was 
a good job of distillation. This 
single plant, running to capacity, 
could do a business of $75,000,000 
a year. 

“Now to drug stores,’ Mr. Buck- 
ner continued. Until recently, he 
said, little attention had been paid 
to drug stores, although an occa- 
sional clerk was arrested. But 
about three months ago a Man Was 
arrested who had _ prescription 
blanks in his pocket when searched. 
This led to further investigation. 

There are 1,200 drug stores in 
New York and 5,100 doctors having 
permits to issue prescriptions. One 
of Mr. Buckner's men calculated the 
entire amount of prescription alco- 
hol which the drug stores would sell 
if every doctor gave out the maxi- 
mum number of prescriptions legal- 
ly allowed to him. He found that 
this would mean a withdrawal of 
240,000 gallons a year by the drug 
stores. The actual amount with- 
drawn by the drug stores in 1925 
was 480,000 gallons, it was ascer- 
tained. 


| 


Has Only 17 Check-up Agents. 


There was no adequate method 
of dealing with this situation, ac- 
cording to Mr. Buckner. He had 17 
agents to check up on 1,200 drug 
stores and 5,100 doctors. 

Senator Harreld resented the im- 
plication that druggists were gen- 
erally dishonest and obtained an ad- 
mission from Mr. Buckner that the 
cases where illegal prescriptions | 
were filled by druggists might be} 
exceptions to the rule.

Coolifge Said to Have Indi- 
cated to Butler That Steck 
Should Be Seated. 


34 VOTES FOR REPUBLICAN 


President Coolidge was reported 
yesterday to have taken sides 
against Senator Brookhart, Repub- 
lican, Iowa, in his pending election 
contest. The reports, which were 
unconfirmed, were to the effect that 
the President had indicated to Sen- 
ator Butler, Republican, Massa- 
chusetts, his close friend and chair- 
man of the Republican national 
committee, that the majority report 
of the elections committee which 
recommended the seating of Daniel 
Steck, Democrat, should be ap- 
proved. 

Senator Butler has been credited 
with favoring the seating of Brook- 
hart for political reasons. Repub- 
lican leaders like Butler have 
reasoned that to reject Brookhart 
would place the Democrats one seat 
nearer control of the Senate and 
furthermore would make it possible 
for Brookhart to enter the pri- 
maries against Senator Cummins, 
Republican, Iowa. 

Yesterday, however, Senator 
Butler was reported to have 
switched over to the other side and 
is said to have told other senators 
that the elections committee report 
was more convincing tha the 
minority report of Senator Rak. 
ens, Democrat, Mississippi. 

Senator Butler was credited with 
figuring that not more than 24 Re- 
publicans would support Brookhart 
and that not more than 9 Demo- 
crats would do so. Adding one 
farmer member, this would give 
Brookhart only 34 votes, or 15 less 
than a majority of the full Senate. 

Senator Stephens held the floor 
throughout yesterday’s session of 
the Senate. He made an exhaustive 
analysis of the various classes of 
disputed votes and declared that 
under the Iowa law Brookhart was 
clearly elected.

Paris, April 7.—(A. P.).—Grand 
Duke Nicholas Nicholaivitch has 
returned a diplomatic and equivocal 
answer to the investigation of the 
Congress of Russian emigres to as- 
sume the leadership of the anti- 
bolshevist cause.

2nd, today sent to the Congress, 
which yesterday chose him as lead- 
er, a message which in effect in- 
vited the ‘“‘mountain to come to 
Mohammed.”’

Hogs—Hairlessness, goiter, rick- 
ets, posterior paralysis, bone and 
joint disease, alkali disease and 
malnutrition. 

Sheep-—-Goiter, pregnancy dis- 
ease, alkali disease and no-name 
disease. 

Poultry—Leg weakness, froup, 
stiff neck, beriberi, goiter, rickets, 
alkali disease and malnutrition.

Poultry, especially, are subject to 
polyneuritis, due to eating a diet 
that does not contain enough green 
stuff.

In the human subject this 
disease is called beriberi, provided 
the sufferer lives in Japan or some- 
where over there. If he lives in the 
United States he may complain of 
neuralgia, neuritis, weather pains, 
vague rheumatic pains, and swell- 
ing of the feet, for none of which 
does he know of a good excuse.

McMAHON’S DECISION

The decision given yesterday by 
Judge John P. McMahon in Police 


court denying the right of Traffic 
Director M. O. Eldridge to fix a 
minimum speed of less than 22 
miles per hour for motor vehicles 
in the District will be appealed, 
Corporation Counsel Francis H. 
Stephens announced last night. 


“The case was not decided on the 
facts, but on the law,”’ Mr. Stephens 
said, ‘“‘That is, the defense did not 
dispute our testimony but relied 
solely on the allegation that the 
speed limit of 15 miles an hour 
over Klingle road bridge was in- 
valid. 

“This gives us the right to ap- 
peal. Judge McMahon’s opinion is 
well-considered and well reasoned 
but I do not agree with him. The law 
provided that the director of traffic 
may fix rates of speed, nct to exceed 
22 miles an hour, except on arterial 
highways in outlying parts of the 
District. We maintain that means 
that he can set any limit not over 
22 miles and that he can cause 
machines to travel at a less rate 
of speed in congested sections, or 
over bridges, or wherever condi- 
tions make it advisable in his opin- 
ion, provided the district commis- 
sioners concur and promulgate the 
regulation he proposes.’’ 


Defines Director’s Power. 


Judge McMahon held that the 
Director was empowered only to in- 
crease speed limits on arterial boul- 
evards and in outlying districts that 
had been designated as such for the 
purpose of expediting traffic and 
dismissed a charge of violating the 
speed regulation against Claudé 
Bailey, a bus driver, charged with 
driving more than fifteen miles per 
hour over Klingle bridge. 

“Congress itself not only provides 
in section 9 (a) that no motor 
vehicle shall oe operated on any 
public highway in the District at 
a rate of speed greater than 22 
miles per hour, except in such out- 
lying districts and on such arterial 
highways as the director may des- 
ignate,’’ the decision of Judge Mc- 
Mahon says, ‘‘but in section 9(b) 
Congress has expressly provided 
that no individual shall operate a 
motor vehicle ove? any public high- 
way in the District (and this in- 
cludes outlying districts and arter- 
ial highways) at a rate of speed 
other than is reasonable and proper, 
having regard to the width of the 
public highway, and use thereof, 
and the traffic thereon. 


Speed Limit 22 Miles. 


“This is only another way of say- 
ing that a man traveling the pub- 
lic highways of the District (except 
outlying districts and arterial high- 
ways) shall not exceed 22 miles an 
hour, but shall have the right to 
travel up to that speed, provided it 
is not unsafe or unreasonable for 
him to do so under the immediate 
surrounding conditions,’’ the de- 
cision continued. 

The regulation is couched in the 
negative and not in the affirmative, 
the judge said. ‘‘The traveler is 
told: ‘You may not travel at an un- 
safe or unreasonable speed and you 
may not exceed 22 miles per hour, 
safe or unsafe, but any other limita- 
tion upon you is prohibited.’ ”’ 

Judge McMahon denied that his 
ruling would permit speeding past 
schoolhouses and in dangerous 
spots for the law plainly says, ac- 
cording to him, that the autoist 
may not drive at a nunreasonable 
speed, even though it be 4 miles an 
hour.

Writes Suter for Body” s Views 
on Eve of Blanton’s 
Charges in House.

On the eve of Representative 
Blanton’s promised exposure of 
Commissioner Fenning, the commis- 
sioner’s case was precipitated into 
the Citizens’ Advisory council ves- 
terday. 

Representative Hammer, of North 
Carolina, a member of the House 


District committee, wrote the coun- 
cil asking for its attitude in order 
that he might be guided thereby. 

“IT am wondering, and in fact 
have been asked by my colleagues 
as to the attitude of the Citizens’ 
Advisory council concerning the 
revelations of Commissioner Fen- 
ning’s practice as a guardian for 
war veterans,’’ wrote Mr. Hammer, 
asking also that he be informed if 
there had been any discussion or 
any action taken ‘‘on the apparent 
insubordination in the commission- 
er’s police organization. 


Blanton Has Half Hour 


So far as known, the matter 
not been before the council. 

Mr, Blanton, armed with a stack 
of affidavits and court records deal- 
ing with individual cases, plans to 
make his ‘“‘exposure’’ today as soon 
as the morning business has been 
disposed of. He will have 30 min-

At the meeting Mr. Hammer 
scathingly denounced the commis- 
sioner for ‘“‘doing a land office busi- 
ness in the misfortunes of war vet- 
erans.’ 

‘“‘He has commercialized the sol- 
diers’ mental incapacity,’ declared 
Mr. Hammer, ‘‘and a man who prac- 
tices in that way is not fit to be a 
District commissioner.”’ 


Says Official Ridiculed. 


Asked by Representative Reid, of 
Illinois, if there was any evidence 
that the commissioner had violated 
the law, Mr. Hammer retorted: 

“His method of commercializing 
the misfortunes of former service 
men has made him a subject of ridi- 
cule and condemnation.” 

In his letter to the advisory coun- 
cil, addressed to Jesse C. Suter, its 
chairman, Mr. Hammer said: 

‘*‘My purpose in seeking this in- 
formation is merely in order that I 
might deal with the matter intelli- 
gently.”’ 

His reference to ‘‘apparent 
subordination’’ in the police depart- 
ment, Mr. Hamuner said, was to the 
activities of Lieut. Mina C. Van 
Winkle and Traffic Director Eldridga 
in sponsoring legislation which had 
been disapproved by the commis- 
sioners.
